Courſe of Life, cannot bear nat to have the 
Means of ſtill purſuing their debauched Ha- 
bits, are ſurely the Men moſt likely to engage 
in any deſperate. Enterprize--- to rob, cheat, 
murder, or even to attempt the Deſtruction 
of Governments--- Whereas the Rich, who 
have a great deal to loſe, and cannot mend 
their Condition, by any Change or ,Reyolu- 
tion, will not. throw themſelves into that Ha- 
zard of Ruin, which every Plot againſt Go- 
vernment, is, and ever muſt be attended 
with But, certainly, though the contrary 
Poſition were evident, better a State ſhould 
be ſometimes in Peril of a Convulſion, than 
to owe its Security to Sloth and Lazineſs, and 
the Deſtruction of Liberty, Trade, and every 
moral Virtue. 

But, Gentlemen, we will examine whether 
Means--- honourable, virtuous, noble Means, 
may not be found . out---, may not be made 
_ faſhionable, for Men of the greateſt Rank and 
Affluence, to employ their Opulence upon.
